The  valley  of  the  Saint  John  River  constitutes  the  "best  section  in 
New  Brunswick  for  the  growing  of  apples,  says  Consul  F.  C.  Johnson  at  Fred- 
ericton.     The  average  yearly  production  in  that  Province  for  the  vast  five 
years  is  placed  at  apioroximately  60,000  "barrels,  savs  the  Consul.  The 
average  commercial  crop  is  ahout  32,000  barrels,  according  to  the  Dominion 
i)ep^ortraent  of  .Agriculture.     Systematic  development  of  fruit  land-  and

^uirea  to  make  that  valley  one  of  the  most  imoortant  and  most  productive 
apple  growing  districts  in  the  Dominion.

tjagetown,  a  distance  of  120  miles,  there  are  large  blocks  of  first  class 
'S^  i  ?  :^,  Portions  of  Albert  county  present  a^D^le  growing  conditions 
simxiar  to  those  of  the  famous  Annapolis  Valley  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  pro- 
auce  Gravenstems,  Northern  Spy  and  Ribston  Pippins.  The  southern  portion 
ot  Onarlotte  county  in  the  lower  valley  of  the  Saint  Croix  River  is  favor- 
able to  the  production  of  King  of  Toriikins  ,  Northern  Spy  and  Eliode  Island 
Greenings.  Some  of  the  largest  orchards  are  located  in  Westmoreland  and 
Kent  counties,  some  thirty  varieties  being  successfully  grown  there. 

The  abundance  of  wild  apple  trees  furnishes  evidence  that  apples 
are  a  natural  product  of  the  province,  says  Consul  Johnson.    The  prevail- 
ing west  and  northwest  winds  cause  backward  springs,  but  when  the  snows 
disappear,  there  is  an  abundance  of  sunshine  and;heat  for  the  growth  and 
raatui-ity  of  the  apples.     The  rainfall  is  ample.     The  chief  varieties 
grown  are  Dudley  Winters,  Fameuse ,  Mackintosh  Red,  Golden  Russet  and 
Northern  Spy,  among  the  best  dessert  apples,  and  Wolf  River,  Alexanders 
end  Bethels  for  general  all  roLind  purposes-    The  Mackintosh  Red  of  New 
Brunswick  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  perfect  of  its  kind  on  the  market.
